ISTORIC associations cling 
about many places along

tle of Bennington. 
True, the site of the old St. Croix 
bridge, destroyed by the retreating 
militiamen to check the advance of 


T h e o p era house at Berlin , wh ich is b ein g reb u ilt at a co st o f a m il­ 
lio n d o llars. 
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Col. Frederick Baum and his detach­ 
ment of British, Hessians and Indian 
allies, is now occupied by a modern 
iron structure, but just below it still 
«itanj the substantial foundation walls 
of the old m ill, which housed part of 
the flour and stores the invaders came 
to seize, together with the old wooden 
flume and the wreckage of the m ill 
dam; while on the highway just above 
them is the old story-and-a-half frame 
house occupied temporarily as head­ 
quarters by the enemy’s officers. 
It is 
nearly 
opposite 
the

Creek 
and

Walloomsac 
river, while a little farther up the val­ 
ley, near the point now designated 
as “ Battlefield Park,” Is the hill upon

tered about elsewhere are the remains 
of redoubts and many othc-r places 
which 
history or legend associates 
with 
the brief but decisive contest 
of August 16, 1777, which gave the 
first check to the invasion that ended 
in the battle of Saratoga. 


The well-preserved old Revolution­ 
ary house and the lands about it, lo­ 
cated about a half-mile from the vil­ 
lage of N 
i Hoosick, on the road 
to Cambridge, are within the convey­ 
ance of 12,000 acres known as the 
'Walloomsac 
Patent, dated June 
15, 
1739, in the thirteenth year of George 
ll.’s reign. 
In this patent “ all trees 
of «.be diameter of 24 inches and up­ 
wards at 12 inches from the ground 
were excepted” for masts for 
our 
Royal Navy, and also all such other 
trees as “ may be fit to make planks, 
knees and other things necessary for 
the use of our said navy only.” 
The 
yearly rent of two shillings and six­ 
pence for each hundred acres of the 


custom house in the clfy of New York 
on Lady Day, the Annunciation of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary. 


While the residence has been some­ 
what modernized by the building of 
a veranda and other minor changes, 
the structure retains many reminders 
of the perilous times. 
The hand-hewn 
timbers are visible, and there is pre­ 
served the strong door which opened 
into the south 
end 
of the 
house, 
against the casing of which a British 
officer stood when a Yank-e from the 
hill on the south bank of W aite Creek 
picked him off with his gun. 
The 
door is in a good start of preservation, 
and on it Is the massive old lock 
which in early days *..«ja!d have prov­ 
en an obstruction to a person sbeking 
to unlawfully enter the building, but 
to the modern house breaker it would 
be as a toy. 
The lock is ten inches 
long by five and a half inches wide 
and one and a half inches thick.

the Walloomsac 
river, while a little farther up the val­ 
ley, near the point now designated 
as “Battlefield Park,” is the hill upon 
which the invaders set the cannon 
which were subsequently captured by 
Gen. .lohn Stark and his men. 
Scat­ 
tered about elsewhere are the remains 
of redoubts and many other places 
which history or legend associates 
with 
the brief but decisive contest 
of August J6, 1777, which gave the 
first check to the invasion that ended 
in the battle of Saratoga. 


The w’ell-presorved old Revolution­ 
ary house and the lands about it, lo­ 
cated about a lialf-mlle from the vil­ 
lage of North Hoosick, on the road 
to Cambridge, are within the convey­ 
ance of 12,000 acres known as the 
'Walloomsac Patent, dated June 15, 
1739, in the thirteenth year of George 
JI.’s reign. 
In ihis patent “all trees 
of the diameter of 24 inches and up­ 
wards at 12 inches from the ground 
were excepted" for masts for our 
Royal Navy, and also all such other 
trees as “may be fit to make planks, 
knees and other things necessary for 
the use of our said navy only." 
The 
yearly rent of two shillings and six­ 
pence for each hundred acres of the 
granted lands was to be paid at the 


custom house in the city of New York 
on Lady Day, the Annunciation of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary. 


While the residence has been some­ 
what modernized by the building of 
a veranda and other minor changes, 
the structure retains many reminders 
of the perilous times. The hand-hewn 
timbers are visible, and there is pre­ 
served the strong door which opened 
into the south end of the house, 
against the casing of which a British 
officer stood when a Yankee from the 
hill on the south bank of White Creek 
picked him off with his gun. 
The 
door is in a good start of preservation, 
and on it is the 
assive old lock 
which in early days 
mid have prov­ 
en an obstruction to a person seeking 
to unlawfully enter the building, but 
to the modern house breaker it would 
be as a toy. 
The lock is ten inches 
long by five and a half inches wide 
and one and a half inches thick. The

length, is still in position to shoot the 
bolt.

a bly in line with her husba nd’s wishes, Mrs. Har 
rima n requested Dr, Merriam to take cha rge of 
tu e work. 
It is probable that the former chief of the bio

It wa s Dr. Mer-

Now. ina smuch as the Father of his country died 
111 y ea rs ago, this ma y seem to be something 
pretty close to a fa lse sta tem ent on its face, but 
it is the truth nev ertheless. 
W hen J ohn Lane wa s a sma ll boy the driv er 
of a sta ge that ran between Wa shington and 
Mount Vernon asked the lad if he wa nted a ride, 
and the a nswer was a ha sty climbing up to the 
sea t of honor by the driv er. 
The boy ma de the 
trip afl the way to Mount Vernon and arriv ed 
there just as they were remov ing ♦he body of 
Wa shington from tho old tomb to the new one. 
Iu order to make certa in that the rema ins had 
not been tampered with by ghouls who not long 
before had broken into the old tomb, the coffin 
wa s opened and J ohn I^ane, aged ten, wa s lifted 
up to look on the 
ice of the Fa ther of his Coun­ 
try . 
Mr. Lane today is the only person who 
surv iv es of the little compa ny which wa s present 
a t the tra nsfer of the b o^ .

IMMENSE CHUTE FOR TIMBER 


At Mansfield, England, on an estate which has recently come Info the 
hands of the builder, stood sonn* strange old rock dwellings that are now- 
threatened with destruction and which the corporation of Mansfield is trying 
to save. 
The origin of these queer houses is unknown, but the tradition is 
that when Sherwood Forest was in its prime they were used as shelters by 
outlaws, among others, so the story goes, of Robin Hood himself and his 
merry men. 
Latterly they have been inhabited by a colony of besom makers. 
American visitors to that district make a point of not missing the Mansfield 
rock houses. 


One of the longest and largest tim­ 
ber chutes in the northwest, is located 
on the Klamath river, in the extreme 
northeastern corner of Siskiyou coun­ 
ty, California. 
It is used almost en­ 
tirely for “ shooting” saw logs from 
the top of a mountain down into the 
Klamath river. 
In total length this 
great chute is about 3,000 feet, and in 
places it assumes an angle of about 
45 degrees. 
The chute resembles o 
huge trough more than six feet wide 
between the two sids at the top 
The 
bottom and :ides are about 18 inchea 
thick, all very securely jointed and 
fitted together and. at short inter­ 
vals. strongly anchored to the steep 
mountain side. 
Most of the “ shooting” Is done du­ 
ring the 
winter months when 
the 
chute is coated with snow- and tee, 
or kept wet by rains. 
When a big 
log is started down the steep slippery 
wav it gains a tremendous rate of 
speed before reaching 
the 
rolling 
stream at the moutnain’s base-more 
than 3.000 feet below. 
So fearful is 
the swiftness that the friction often 
; scorches both the chute and the bark 
| on the logs. 
Only a few seconds are 
j required for the big log to make it’s 
I journey from top to bottom. *

This plan of setting strawberries Is 
better than spring planting. 
Want of 
time and uncertainty of the season 
causes neglect in the w?ork, while 
in 
the fall one has ample time. 
The 
vexation of caring for the runners 
and the weeds is avoided, writes J. H 
Haynes in Farm and Home. 
W e do not intend this for the com­ 
mercial planting of arge areas, but for 
the farm home garden. 
A bed well 
cared for will produce better berries 
and fully as many as spring set beds 
of same size. 
With extra care they 
will double the yield of spring set­ 
tings. 
W e select our ground and get it in 
the best possible condition for plant­ 
ing, also we carc for the new plants in­ 
tended for transplanting. 
As soon as 
favorable weather conditions In Au­ 
gust or early September we begin the 
transplanting. 
The plants should be set one foot 
apart in row\s three feet apart. 
Run­ 
ners, If any start, should be taken off 
If you w-ant extra large crowns and 


berries. 
Sometimes we allow' three or 
four runners to set, distributing them 
equally in the spaces so as to make a 
uniform bed. 
All weeds are kept out 
and the soil loose. 
By late fall 
the 
plants will show enormous 
fruiting 
crowns and attain a large size. 
Such beds do not requre much win­ 
ter protection 
because of 
the 
rank 
foliage they carry. 
But one can give 
the bed a small coat of straw, hut 
care must be taken to remove the 
straw in early spring. 
The picture is of a pot-grown plant 
set last fall. 
Its fruiting and foliage, 
when so small a space as four inches 
square of soil is considered, is 
re­ 
markable. 
Bubach. Dunlap and Moui 
tor are ideal varieties for fall planting. 
Bubach makes few- runners; the fruit 
is very large and quality best. 
A Bu­ 
bach plant treated as described will 
make a growth that a bushel basket 
will scarcely cover. 
Monitor is a won­ 
derful producer of fine, medium-sized 
berries of fine qityUity. They thrive on

A remarkable story was told at an 
Inquest held at. Enfield, England, on 
Mrs. Kate Methuen. 
In 1908 she was 
knocked off her bicycle and had four 
false teeth and a plate knocked out 
of her mouth. 
Two of the teeth and 
part of the plate w-ere found, but the 
others were not discovered. 
While 
fastening her bootlace some weeks 
ago blood suddenly flowed into her 
mouth, and she subsequently entered 
a hosfdtal, where she died. 
A post­ 
mortem examination revealed the two 
mlssftig teeth and a piece of the plate 
fastened in the gullet of the throat, 
around which an abscess had devel­ 
oped. 
Death was due to blood poison­ 
ing set up by the abscess. 


HOUSE BUILT FROM ONE FIR. 


A fourteen room, two and a half 
story house, built entirely of the lum­ 
ber from a single fir tree, was recent­ 
ly 
finished 
at 
Elma, 
on the west 
coast. 
The tree was a giant Douglas fir 
and was felled west of the town, it was 
marvelously straight and when scaled 
was found to contain 40,000 feet of 
serviceable lumber. 
Inside the bark 
the stump measured seven feet and 
nine inches in diameter, and the total 
height of the tree was over 300 feet.

Elma is in

on the west slope of the Cascade 
mountains.

There has just been completed at the works of a locomotive company in 
Glasgow the first steam turbine electric locomotive. 
The electricity which 
accentuates the motors is generated by a dynamo driven by a turbine engine, 
deriving its steam, which is superheated, from a boiler in the rear. 
The tur­ 
bine makes 3,000 revolutions per minute developing 1,000 nominal horse power. 
The essence of this innovation is the securing of increased efficiency and con­ 
sequent economy «in fuel and otherwise, by the adding of a condenser, and 
substituting the continuous rotary motion of the turbine and dynamo tor the re­ 
ciprocating action of the present wasteful engine. The locomotive with a coach 
hitched on recently made a very successful maiden run from Glasgow to Garfr- 
sherrie and hack.

In other 
words, for each pen of chickens have 
two yards 
(not necessarily large), 
one to be kept for growing green 
stuff while the other is being pas­ 
tured. 
In tnat way the poultryman 
can have pasture for his fowls almost 
the year through in the south, says a 
writer in Baltimore American. 
For 
this purpose there are a great mauy 
different things that can be grown, 
•uch as oats, wheat, rye, barley, tur­ 
nips, vetch, white clover and so on, 
or rather I should say sow on. 
Keep 
on sowing. 
These extra yards can be 


located in various ways, either side 
by side or at opposite sides of the 
poultry house, just to suit the con­ 
venience of the land and the owner. 
This method of alternating, plowing 
and planting one yard while the other 
is being pastured not only serves the 
purpose for which It was originally 
planned, but the additional advantage 
of completely covering up alt filth and 
putting a fresh surface in use. 
The 
latter is about as important as the 
former. 
Some poultrymen claim the 
advantage 
of 
permanent 
pasture, 
which is so good so far, but such 
green stuff is not eaten and relished 
in such amounts a.<* fresh 
grow ing 
green stuff, and we are sure the bene­ 
fits derived pay for the extra cost.
